REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose, either singly or in combination, a night vision system and method for an active night 
vision system for a vehicle comprising with respect to claims 1 and 8, modifying light source 
pulse timing as a function of a difference or ratio between first and second light intensity signals; 
with respect to claim 12 a pulsed light source operating at a predetermined pulse timing, a light 
sensor detecting a change in the intensity of light at the same wavelength from the light source, a 
controller receiving the light change signal from the sensor corresponding to a time period 
between pulses of the light and modifying the light source pulse timing as a function of the light 
change signal; and with respect; and a light source operating at a first wavelength and 
predetermined pulse timing at a duty cycle less than 50 percent; detecting light at the first 
wavelength during a first time period between respective pulses of the light source to generate a 
light change signal representing a high-to-low light change or a low-to-high light change and 
modifying the light source pulse timing as a function of the light change signal.
